The Committee shall investigate the reported deaths in the 
Gosalia Memorial Hospital and Research Institute due to 
exposure to radiation . 


The terms of reference shall be as under. 
i) To investigate the allegation of needless deaths of 

two patients from radiation ; 
ii ) Whether the Hospital is run on healthy grounds and 

for public benefit ; 
ii ). Whether Goa Cancer Society is able to sustain itself 

from public donations and if not what should be 

extent of the financial help from the Government; 
iv ) Whether there is a need for a Hospital of a private 

character and the role being played by the Gosalia 
Memorial Hospital and Research Institute of the Goa 

Cancer Society ; 
v ) Assessment of the facilities existing at the Goa 

Cancer Society in so far as man power and equipment 

is concerned ; 
vi ) What are the facilities existing in the Government 

Hospitals for the treatınent of Cancer and whether 
there is a need for another Hospital of a private 
character to be subsidised by the Government. If so , 
whether this would result in duplicating medical 

facilities in this Territory ; 
vil) What controls , if any , are exercised by the Government 

to see that the public funds are properly spent and 
what should be the extent of the Government control in 
case the Hospital is to be supported by grants / funds 
from the Government. 


The Committee shall submit its report within two months .
